About the foure of Febzuary laſt , hee diuided 


himſelſe from the Pa Biron, and faigned to giue 
oucr the ſiedge, and to goe towards Dzcur,bauing firſt 
giuen out that hee would goe to befiege that towne, and

iron, next day to leaue the 

to followe the King, as il he diſpaired to doe — 
there, which thoſe ol Chartres percetuing, they p2elent- 
ly with ſuch Souldicrs as they had, reſolued themſelues 
to make aſaly, and to ſette vppon the reareward of the 
Parlhall as hee was marching towards Dzeur, which 
accozdingly they did, and iſſuing out of the Town moſk 
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bꝛauely charged the arſhalls hinder troupes the ar⸗ 
all at fir ſermed to make hed againſt them, but ſoone 
after began to retire hinifelfe, and to giue his ennemies 
place, and they nothing miſdoubting of any ſuch Stra⸗ 
tagem , followed him amaine, continually ſki 

vntill they came about two miles from the Towne. In 
the meane time, theKing lying there abouts in ambuſh, 
when hee ſawe his time, entred betweene the Towne 
and the men thereof that followed the Barthall, and ſo 
couragiouſiy charged them behinde , and the Marchall 
then turning face towards them againe, that in leſſe then 
an houre that they fought, they flue them all, except thir⸗ 
ty Cuiraſſes which very hardly eſcaped. 

The King following the vict oꝛy, entred pꝛeſently one 
of the Subburbes ol Chartres, the Toumes-men ſecing 
offered to deliuer hun the town t fifty thouſand crowns, 
vppon tondition, that he would remoue his fozces , and 
plate no Garriſon therein, which the King refuſed to da, 
and thereupon pꝛeparedts batter the Towne in two pla- 
ces, haun refolnednot to leaue it vatill he baue gotten 
it. Andit is verfly betiened that he is in it already, which 
il he be, we are greatly bound to giue Cod thanks foz 5 
fo2 as much as thoſe of Paris will greatly be hindzed by 
the ſame, foz that they had molt of their victuals from 
The Lozd Deguidieres deputie Lieutenant fo2 the 
king in thep:omnce of Dalphinate hath oflate ſo hotelp 
the Dukes of Sauoyes fozces that he entred his 
cittie of Ciamberie (chicfe parlament towne of Sauoy) 
and facked and ſpailrd the ſame, and then laden with the 
rich pꝛape thereof,teft tt, fozaſinuch as he had not fozces 
ſufficient with him to keepe and munite the ſame, and ſo 
withdꝛew him felfe home againe without any loſle. 

The ſaide Lozde Deguidicres returning home 
from 
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tom Ciamberie into Dalphinare met with the Duke 
of Nemours and his fazces (who knowing the abſence of 
the gonernour thought to haue ſurpꝛiſed ſome townes) 
and fs charged him that he line moſt of his Cauallarie 
and made him retire toward Lions, (whereof the Duke 
is gonernour ) whither the Loꝛde Deguidicres did ſo 
Koutly follow him, that thoſe of Lions fearing leaſt het 
would entrench him ſelle in their Subarbe called Guil- 
lottiere, adiopning to the gate of Rodan, and is a verie 
faire,long,andrich Saburbe, ſet fire to the ſame , and 
haue cleane burnt it vp: but he withdzew him ſelfe into 
his owne gouermnent, where he hath ſo honourably be⸗ 
baued Himiceſte, that hee hath in a maner reduced the 
whole ꝛouintce ta the obedience and benotion of the 
King, and is ſuch a terroz to his enimies, that none dare 

The King of Spaine had cemmaunded certaine 
Coznets ofhozſemen of Naples, to come downe frem 
thence to the Duke of Sauop, that with them he might 
inteſt and trouble thoſe of „ in as much as 
chey were hozſes of moꝛe ſwiltueſſe and ſpeede then hee 
hatt any, but the Loꝛd Deguidieres hauing met with 
them, hath altogether defeated them, that verie few o2 
none bath eſcaped him. 

Tyole of Geneua haue lately taken a foꝛte called 
the fozte of Saint Catherin, not verie farre from Ge- 
neua, which the Duke hath not long ſince cauſed to bee 
built onely to vere them, and they haue razed rhe ſame, 
andhane gone ſpoiling, waſting and burning fo farre as 
Nantua, which ts tiwo dapes idurney from Genena, 

Thoſe of Aix in pꝛouente, with all the countrie 
there aboutes are in a mutinie and tumult againſt the 
Duke of Sauop (to whom they had volimtarily gtuen 
them ſelnes ) logahmuch as he went about to build a Cit- 
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The tittie of Marſeille which with the greater part 
ofthe countrie of Pzouence (thzough the faire pꝛomiſes 
and inſtigations of the King of Spaine) had accepted the 
Duke of Sauop to be their Þ2otecto2, and in ſigne of 
th at, aduanted the ſtandard of the holy League (which is 
a crutiſixe)hath of late vpon the tumult of Aix renolted 
from bim, and erected the Armes of Fraunce, and doth 
_ that it holdeth and will holde fog the king of 

rance.. 

Certaine Jacopin Friers of the cittie of Terracon, ũ⸗ 
tuate vpon the riuer of Nodamnn, together with ſome 
euil minded Citizens therot, had pꝛactiſed to giue the citty 
to the Duke of Sauop, of whom they had receined ma- 
ny faire and large pzomiſes: and hauing agreed both of 
the meanes and time, the gouernour of the cittie hauing 
had ſome inteligence thereof, and diſcouered their whole 
platfozme, one night befoꝛe their treaſon ſhoulde haue 
beene effected, cauſed the Jacopins and all their complices 
to be taken and laide in ſundzie pꝛiſons, and that verie 
night ſent certaine of his companies out of the towne 
there to lye in anambuſh, vntil ſuch time as they ſhould 
bearc thꝛe ſtrokes of a Bel, which was the watch-wozd 
between the Jacopins and the Duke of Sauops Lieute- 
nant, All this being thus appointed, the Dukes fozces 
came to the cittie, who ſo ſoone as they were ncare the 
gate, at which they ſhoulde haue beene let in: the Bell 
was ſtriken thꝛer times, where pꝛeſently the Ambuſh 
that was laide without the to lune aſſaulted them, and 
thoſe ol the cittie which od pzepared to receiue them, 
opened the gates and ſailied out vpon them, where in lefle 
then halle anhoure the Dukes men being ſo ſurpziſed in 
the middeſt were enery man ſlaine, and their Captaine 
fo ſoze hurt, that he dyed two dapes alter ſo was the cit⸗ 
tie reſerued fo2 the King,foz whom it holdeth ſtil. 

The Duke of Sauoye is of late fallen into a conſump? — 
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tion, and lieth very ſicke at Nizza, ſo that his Philiti⸗ 
ons doe deſpaire ol his recouerp. 

The L od Chatillion hath ol late had the Loꝛd de 
la Chaſtres in chaſe, ànd hath ſo nearely purſued him 
that hee hath dziuen him to Chaſfteauncuf , where hee 
doth ſtraigtly beſiege him, and is in hope to haue him, 
if hee may haue oꝛdinante to batter the Wowne, 

By letters from Aleppg , and Tripoly in Soꝛia 
the twenty ninth of December , and the ſecond of Janu⸗ 
ary laſt, it is wʒitten to diners of Uenice , that in the 
confines of Paleſtina were newly fart vp two religious 
men, who vndercolour of arefozmation in religion, and 
ccrtaine plauſible oꝛders which they would haue obſer- 
ued, name them ſelues Pꝛophes ſent by God to illunu⸗ 
nate the Paumetiſts, and to bꝛing them out of darknes 
to eternall light , who had ſo many followers that if was 
wondꝛous to tell, and that one of them was gone with 
ten thouſand men to helpe the in his warres a- 
gainſt the great Turke, and the other kept ſtill about 
Paleſtina, and daily conquered great countries, and in- 
creaſed in loꝛces andnumber ol men, to the great terroꝛ
